TAKE EFFECT MARCH I 


Proposed Boundaries of Greater Edmonton Cut Down to 
Present Limits of Edmonton and Strathcona— 
* Both Councils to Remain in Power 


Before the legislatures adjourns this 
afternoon, the bill which is to unite 
the cities of Edmonton and Stratheoaa 
will have passed its third reading, The 
assent of the lieutenant governor will 
be given to the act before the adjourn- 
ment of .the house on Wednesday or 
Thursday. The municipal elections 
will be held in February, and the coun- 
ceil of Greater Edmonton will come 
into office on March 4. 

Owing to the eleventh hour inter- 
vention of outside municipalities which 
were to have been inéluded within the 
boundaries of Greater Edmonton in ac- 
cordance with the terins of the amal- 
gamation bill now hefore the legisla- 
ture, but which this. morning raised 
objection to the termg of the bill, the 
committee on municipal law decided 
that the boundaries of the enlarged cily 
shall be those of the cities of Edmonton 
and Strathcona as they are today; The 
Villages and outlying sub-divisions may 
come in at a later stage. 

The attempt ef the councils of the 
villages of North Edmonton and West 
Edmonton to obsiruct the ‘passage of 
the amalgamation Dill, bringing — the 
claims of their constituents for-exten- 
sions of ulilities and special privileges 
of various kinds before the committee 
at the last moment, was the subject 
of caustic comment on the party of 
several members, ’ 

“hese people should not come down 

to the house to argue® before us their 
claims for privileges, these — things 
should all have: been. settled in ad- 
vanee,” was the comment which found 
general endorsement, 
. “All the details of the agreement 
should have been agreed upon. We are 
not supposed to decide upon street rail- 
way extensions, electric light exten- 
sions, improvements of any kind, Those 
are strictly maltterg for the coun- 
cils.” 

“The — legislature," said. George 
Hoadley, “seems to be mistaken for a 
bull ring, with the legislators as ar- 
bitrators.”’ 

The amalgamation bill will be con= 
sidered in cominittee of the whole 
house this afternoon, | It will probably 
pags a third reading today, 

Delegations from‘ oullying villages, 
from the school lbuards of the twin 
cities, and from the subdivisions which 
according to the terms of the draft bill, 
were to have been-brought within the 
new city limits, thronged the floor of 
the legislature chamber this morning. 
Mayor Armstrong of Edmonton and 
Mayor Davies of Strathcona, occupied 
adjacent placeg near the chair, while 
Aldermen Melnnis and Mould from the 
Edmonton counell and several alder- 
men from across the river, were present 
to watch proceedings. Hon, Cc. W. 
Cross, chairman of the —commil- 
{ee on municipal law, presided over the 
proceedings. 

West Edmonton Petition. 
J. R. Boyle first brought to the at- 
Aention of the committee the amend- 

ments of the bill whieh the council of 
West Edmonton desired, Ie was fol- 
Jowed by A, F, Newell, who stated 
that the people of West Edmonton 
wished for a guarantee of street railway 
facilities within one year, guarantee of 
teleplione and electric light — servier, 
sewer and water, williin reasonable 
time, They objected to amalgamation 
on any other terms, 

The policy of the Edmonton coun- 
cil, said Mayor Armstrong in reply, was 
to extend the utilities to any portion 
of the city where the traffie would 
give a revenue equal to 6 per cent 
upon capital investmnt Paving, sewer 
and water could be obtained at any time 
by petition. His worship thought the 
Village had assumed an unreasonable 
attitude in bringing their objection be- 
fore the legislature at the last moment, 
The amalzamation agreement had been

SECURES A NEW SITE; 
TO ENLARGE PLANT 


Will Remove to New Property in Riverview Next Summer— 
Plant to Be Quadrupled in Size—Casket Concern - 
Also Secures New Site a 


Another manufacturing firm that is 
moving of Kinistino avenue as a re- 
sult of the eneroachments of the 
Grand Trunk Pacitle which is’ acquir- 
ing property for building purposes, is 
the Edmonton Caskel Box manufactur- 
ing company. Hitherto the company 
has carried on operations on Kinistino 
avenue just opposite the factory of 
the Edmonton Iron works, on a piece 
of property wilh about 500 feet track- 
age on the G.T.P. and extending 120 
feet along Kinistino, One full block 
in Iudustrial Heights has been secured 
by the company and the work of mov- 
ing the plant is now in progress, There 
is about 300 feet of trackage on the 
G.T.P, on the new site. 

A building the same size as the one

FAILS TO GRASP THE POINT 


In the framing of his taxation clauses of the Towns Act 
Attorney-General Mitchell, after providing for the raising 


franchise, : 

In the first of his taxation clauses the attorney-general 

makes his bill provide: “The municipal and school taxes of the 
town shall be levied upon: (1) lands; and (2) special fran- 
chises.”’ ‘ 
In describing the franchise tax, however, he makes the 
bill provide that: “The owner of a special franchise, in addi- 
tion to an assessment on land, shall be. assessed for the 
actual cost of the plant and apparatus, less a reasonable de- 
duction for depreciation.” s 

What the attorney-general intended to do was to levy a 
franchise tax against the owners of water and light plants, 


from a franchise tax he could not have shot wider of the mark. 

Take the case of an electric company, ~for instance. 
Supose a hypothetical case in which the company had invested 
half a million dollars in power house equipment, wiring, etc., 
and through which it was earning, after all depreciation was 
provided for a net revenue of, say, $70,000 a year. The 
company’s stock, in such an instance, would be worth prob- 
ably a million dollars. But the company’s investment having 
been only half a million dollars the other half a million must 
be a franchise. It is the unearned increment; the value created 
by the community. 

To tax the plant and machinery on which the company 
makes the $70,000 per year would, naturally, have the effect 
of preventing the company from making any improvements 
{o its plant that it could get along without. This fact, in a nut- 
shell, constitutes the rea! objection to the personal property 
tax. What is wanted is that in a case of this kind the company 
he not handicapped in making any improvements to its plant 
and equipment, but that it be given every encouragement so 
{o do, in order that the public may get better service. 

The other objection to the personal property tax as ap- 
plied to corporations is that the public never gets back any 
part of the value which the public creates. It is always con- 
fined fo the taxation of the actual tangible capital which the 
company invested in its undertaking, a thing which should 
never be taxed at all.

Bishop Lofthouse. 

Right Rev. Joseph Lofthouse, bishop 
of the Anglican synod of Keewatin, 
was born in Yorkshire, England, Dec- 
ember 18, 1855. Ile came to Can- 
ada in 1882 and the next year was or- 
dained a minister of the Ghurch of 
England, lor twenty years afler his 
ordination he was engaged in missioa- 
ary work umong the Eskimos in the 
Hludson's Bay country.
